Washington, and .John N. Minnich, 
Esq,, Republican, were elected State 
Committeemen of their respective 
parties.

Large Barn Burned 


The large bank barn on the farm

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New Parcel Post Will Require 


THOUSANDS MORE EMPLOYES 


The United State Civil Service will demand the appoint- 


ment of approximately 35,000 additional employees during 
the coming year to handle the increased mail on account of 
the new Parcel Post Law. 


The opportunities for positions in the Civil Service were 


never better. 


Civil Sendee positions are desirable because the hours 


for work are not too long, salaries are good, positions—with 
proper conduct may be held for life, and promotions are fre- 
quent. 


The greater number of appointments will be made in 


the Clerk-Carrier Service, the Railway Mail Service and the 
R. F. D. Sendee, to all of which any American over 18 years 
old is eligible by examination. 


Post Office Service 


The position of Post Office Clerk is open to both males 


and females. The position of carrier may be filled only by 
males. As a rule, carriers are appointed as substitutes, and 
while substituting receive a salary equal to that to the person 
for whom they substitute. On account of the contemplated in- 
crease in mail matter through the Parcel Post, the period for 
substituting will be lessened and the appointment made regu- 
lar at the usual salary of $600 per year to start, with advance 
from year to year to $1200 per year. The salary of clerks 
vary from $600 to $1700 a year, according to the Post Office 
and the efficiency and length of service. Post Office clerks 
and carriers may qualify for promotion to the responsible 
position of Post Office Inspector or rural route inspector, 
which afford a salary of from $1200 to $2500 a year. 


Railway Mail Service 


The Railway Mail Service is one of the best branches of 


the service. The ^salaries start at $900 a year and increase 
from year to year to $1800 a year. 


Railway Mail Clerks have charge of receiving, hand- 


ling, distributing and delivering United States Mail matter 
on trains, steamers, etc. Practically every mile of railroad 
in the United States is now covered by this service, the total 
mileage, including steam and electric roads and steamboat 
routes, being over 245,000 miles. 


The service is so extensive and gives employment to so 


many that necessarily a large number of changes, promo- 
tions, and new appointments are made every year. And be- 
cause of the new Parcel Post Law the number of appoint-

Fear and dread make pos- 
sible the free action of pessimism, 
dissatisfaction, 
grief, anxiety,

spondency, hatred, worry, morose- 
ness, anger, and vacillation.

soul life is lost in anarchy, while the 
physical 
appetites, 
passions, 
and 


lusts reduce it to the lowest level of 
earthly existence. Then it is driven 
bv Remorse into the dark recesses of 
secrecy, and Dread watches the door 
lest discovery brings the sins of the 
life into the knowledge of men. With 
a delicate timidity the soul seeks op- 
portunity for confession. This seems 
its only relief. Intuition teaches the 
process of unburdening and drives to 
confession.

but through this process." 


In literature he cites "The Scarlet 


Letter" and "The Marble Faun" as

today, and he tells us that the only 
relief is found "in forcing a confes- 
sion by hunting down the sin." 
Moreover, he asserts that "all forms 
of faith-healing are based upon this 
principle, tlxat sin secreted works like 
a cancer on the soul, affecting both 
body and mind, and requiring for 
treatment

acknowledgment 


and outward confession," and he pre- 
sents this picture of the life about 
us: 


"In this age of highly developed 


mentality man is found struggling, 
on the one hand, to hide his sin, and 
on the other to confess it. 
In' the 


conflict he is driven by pitiless forces, 
which play upon him at the expense 
of mind and nerve. 
Men of experi- 


ence tell us that the most appalling 
condition exists in the mental world; 
that if we could see the multitudes 
groaning under the sense of a shame- 
ful secret it would startle us. This 
accounts for the increasing number of 
public confessions being made on the 
part of men who have gone wrong in 
political, commercial, religious and 
industrial life. 
They are driven to 


confession." 


The Scriptures, too, we read, teach 


man that relief from sin is found in 
confession, and having quoted several 
passages on this point, he declares 
finally that: 


"The Church which has a sound 


psychology on the human demand for 
liberation from secret sins will serve 
the Kingdom of Christ best. In the 
old dajs of the class meeting confes- 
sions were made to the relief of the 
soul, and sweeping revivals brought 
hundreds into the light of Christ by 
a public acknowledgment of their 
wrong-doing. Now the class meeting 
has gone, and the revival fails to 
reach the multitudes of men. 
How 


will the Church readjust herself to 
the new conditions? 
Not with a 


confessional 
established 
under ec- 


clesiastical control, but with some 
form that will give men opportunity 
to confess their sins. 
A protestant

clinic which drew men to ii because 
of their need and which wins and 
holds their confidence because of the 
service rendered.

We may summarize Ex. xxv to xxii. 


Inclusive, as the Lord's instructions to 
Moses concerning the tabernacle, of 
which the principal vessel was the ark 
of the covenant containing the two 
tables of the law. We cannot think of 
Israel as a nation without a taberna- 
cle or temple, and when finally restor- 
ed we shall see a fulfillment of Ezek. 
xl to xlviii 


The reason why of the tabernacle is 


seen in Ex. xxv, 8, "Let them make me 
a sanctuary that I may dwell among 
them," and concerning the temple that 
Is yet to be we read In Ezek. xliii, 7. 
"Son of man, the place of My throne 
and the place of the soles of My feet, 
where I will dwell in the midst of the 
children of Israel forever, and My holy 
name shall the house of Israel no more 
defile." Compare Rev. xxi, 3-5. The 
section concerning Moses with God in 
the mount ends with these words- 
"And He gave unto Moses when He had 
made an end of" communing with Him 
upon Mount Sinai two tables of testi- 
mony, tables of stone, written with 
the finger of God" (Ex. xxxi, 18). 


Today's lesson gives us tbe sad, sin- 


ful, earthly side of the story while 
Moses was absent scarcely six weeks 
The people who had seen the love of 
God to them and His power on their 
behalf in Egypt, at the Red sea, In the 
giving of the manna and quails and 
water from a rock, and had heard His 
voice out of the midst of tbe fire, could 
not live an ordinary, uneventful life 
for forty days without wondering what 
had become of God and of Moses, their 
leader. 


If we see special providences, spe- 


cial indications that God is working 
for us. handfuls of purpose dropped 
for us (Ruth ii. 1G). manifest tokens of 
His loving care, we are ready to sing 
and praise: but. if weeks or months or 
even daj s come and go and there is 
nothing out of the ordinary, do we 
give Him occasion to say of us. 
"Blessed are they that have not seen 
yet have believed." or "O ye of little 
faith '*' 
When they came to Aaron 


with then- complaint concerning the 
absence of Mo^es and their request for 
something \ isible to worship, what a 
splendid opportunity Aaron had to 
stand for God to remind them of the 
command they had just beard out of 
the midst of the fire—not to bow down 
to the likeness of anything, to call 
their attention to the daily manna as 
an evidence of the constant care of 
Jehovah and to insist that they wor 
ship the Lord their God and serve Him 
only. 


It seeuib as if Joshua would have 


done so. or a man like Daniel or his 
friends 
How can we account for 


Aaron's listening to them, asking for 
their gold earrings, melting them into 
the form of a calf and deliberately fash 
loning it with a graving tool?

When Moses rebuked Aaron for 


his great sin, hear part of his reply: 
"Thou knowest the people, that they 
are set on mischief, for they said unto 
me, make us gods which shall go be- 
fore us * * * I asked for their gold.

calf" (verses 22-24)

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WILL RAISE WAGES 


And the Cost of Living to Be Great- 


ly Reduced Says 


HON, 
WILLIAM J. BRYAN 


Revision of the Tariff Will Enable 


the People of the United States 


to L.ive Better and Cheaper. 


In the first interview he has given 


on the 
Underwood-Simmons tariff 


bill since it was passed by the Senate, 
Secretary of State Bryan said that 
the revision of the tariff will enable 
the people of the United States to 
live better and cheaper, and that it 
will have a tendency to increase, 
rather than decrease, the wages of 
American workers. 


Secretary Bryan talked to a report- 


er of the North American while a 
passenger on a Reading train run- 
ning between Phoenixville and Phila- 
delphia. He had delivered a lecture 
at the Phoenixville Chautauqua, and 
was on his way to speak at a Chau- 
tauqua in Woodbury, N. J. 


The Secretary was emphatic in his 


declaration that the tariff revision 
Will benefit the country as a whole. 
To the threats of certain manufac- 
turers that wage reductions will fol- 
low the enactment of the new law, 
Mr. Bryan made this terse answer: 


"If they could have reduced wages 


they would have done it long ago. 
They do not pay wages as a matter of 
charity. 
They pay wages because 


they have to. If the reduction of the 
tariff results in lower prices, as it 
certainly will, it will create a demand 
for products, and this demand will 


—create a demand for labor. The ten- 


dency will be to increase wages rath- 
er than decrease them." 


Increased Production Cuts Prices 
Asked what effect the new tariff 


will have on the industrial stories of 
Philadelphia, Mr. Bryan said: 


"I do not care to localize the dis- 


cussion. 
I do not know how much 


^tribute Philadelphia has been col- 


lecting fro'm the public, and cannot, 
therefore, tell how much profits she 
will have to give up. 
She cannot 


lose any more by the lowering of the. 
tariff than she lias, taken by the rais-j 
ing of the tariff." 
- • 


"What effect will the tariff have 


on the country in general?" the Sec- 
retary was next asked. 
1 
"I believe," he said, "it will in- 


crease production by reducing prices. 
In the case of woolen goods it will 
alsp improve the quality. 
People 


hereafter will wear woolen goods, 
where before they have worn shoddy. 


"The saving to the people will be 


very large—much larger than the de- 
crease 
in 
revenue, pro\ided, of 


course, the manufacturers added the 
tariff 
to the price of homemade 


goods. If they did not add the tariff, 
they will not have to reduce their 
prices now." 


"Will the tariff revision decrease 


the cost of living?" 


"It certainly will decrease the cost 


of living to the people, and they Can 
buy more than they do now. It is 
likely that with lower prices they 
will buy more. They will be able to 
live both better and cheaper." 


When asked if changed conditions 


under the new law will result in the 
shutting down of mills, as predicted 
here and elsewhere, Secretary Bryan 
replied: 


"The closing of mills is a political 


rather than an economic diversion. 
You will find that some firms that 
close up are exporting and sellin 
abroad 
in 
competition 
with 
the 


world." 


Mr. Bryan also discussed the cur- 


rency bill. 
He said he believes the 


bill will be passed shortly by House 
and Senate. 


.In explanation ol what benefits the 


people would derive from the pas- 
sage of the cur.-ency bill, Mr. Bryan 
said: 


"The currency bill is intended to 


furnish a currency that will respond 
to local demands. 
The machinery 


employed is by this bill put in the 
hands of the government, so far as 
the control is concerned. 


"The four features that stand out 


prominently are: 
First, that the 


money will be issued by the govern- 
ment and loaned to the banks; sec- 
ond, 
the issuance of this money will 


be under control of a board made up 
of public officials; third, the state 
banks are given equal rights with the 
national 
banks, 
and 
fourth, the 


twelve regional banks deal directly 
with Washington. 
This will break 


the control of a few financiers—dis- 
integrate the money trust. 


The Secretary said that he did not 


care to go into details of the currency 
bill, because they were not of great 
relative importance. 
He said that 


they could be easily changed, if ex- 
perience showed that changes were 
necessary.

Double Red Cross Will be Used by All 


Anti-Tuberculosis Organizations. 
A special committee of The Na- 


tional Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis, of which 
Dr. Henry Barton Jacobs of Balti- 
more is chairman, announces the ex- 
act proportions of the double red 
gross, the international tuberculosis 
emblem, which have been adopted for 
use in the United States. Every or- 
ganization or institution dealing with 
tuberculosis will be urged to use the 
emblem in its correct proportions. 


Although the double red cross was 


adopted for use in the United States 
in 1906 as the symbol of the crusade 
against tuberculosis, no effort was 
made to standardize the shape or 
proportion, with the result that hun- 
dreds of different formed emblems 
ire now being used in this country. 
4.fter a year of study of the history 
and artistic merits of all of the de- 
signs available, the National Associa- 
ion has finally chosen one in which 
all of the arms are pointed, the two 
cross-arms being of the same length. 
The width of the cross is taken as 
he unit in determining the propor- 
tions. The length of the lower leg is 
7 units; the arms are 3 units on eith- 
er side; the point above the arms, 
2% units; and the distance between 
the arms, 1% units. These measure- 
ments hold good for any size. 


The double red cross was first 


adopted as the symbol of the Interna- 
tional Anti-Tuberculosis Association 
in Berlin, in October, 1902. 
The 


proposer of the, symbol was Dr. G. 
Sersiron of Paris, who is now Associ- 
ate Secretary of L'Association Cen- 
tral e Francaise Contre la Tubercu- 
lose. 
Today the emblem is being 


used by anti-tuberculosis workers in 
every part of the world, even in Ice- 
land, India, South Africa, Labrador, 
Japan, China and the Philippines. 
The double red cross is similar in 
shape to a cross used frequently in 
the Greek Catholic Churches, and, 
also to the Lorraine Cross of France. 


In, the United States over 1200 


anti-tuberculosis 
associations 
and 


committees, nearly 550 sanatoria 
and hospitals; 400 dispensaries and 
about 200 open air schools, besides a 
number of other organizations, are 
using the double red cross as their 
emblem. 
Wherever it is seen, it 


means war against tuberculosis.

No "Poison" in Night Air 


That the popular belief in the dan- 


ger of breathing night air has no war- 
rant in fact we are assured in The 
Monthly Bulletin of the California 
State Board of Health (Sacramento), 
which remarks upon the matter as 
follows: 


"Like most of our household be- 


liefs that have stood the test of time, 
there is a basis of truth in it, and in 
its proper time and place it has 
played its part in protecting the hu- 
man race from a certain amount of 
disease. But the discoveries of sci- 
ence have modified the application of 
this belief. 
It has been found that 


under certain precautions the 'night 
air* to be feared is not the outdoor 
but the indoor night air. In the past, 
the most striking diseases thought 
to be caused by night air were those 
now known to be transmitted by mos- 
quitoes, which fly about at night in 
search o'f food (blood). By degrees 
it has been demonstrated that the 
outdoor night air itself has a most 
beneficial effect upon people, both 
the sick and "the well. Conversely it 
has been proved that indoor night air 
has opposite effepts, and aids such 
less spectacular diseases as tubercu- 
losis. Incidentally it has been proved 
that sewer-gas and other similar dis- 
agreeable odor-laden airs are only of 
slight indirect importance in aiding 
disease. These things being true, it 
becomes an obvious duty to urge the 
people to avoid unwholesome indoor 
air; to sleep in outdoor night air pro- 
tected from insects, and to interpret 
obnoxious airs as harmless indicators 
of insanitary conditions which should 
be remedies. 
Some one has said that, 


through ordinary channels of general 
education, it requires ten years to 
popularize a scientific truth and dem- 
onstrate to the people its practical ap- 
plication. Thereafter the people lose 
no time in putting it into operation."

of Continental cavalry at a little town 
not far from her home, and she re- 
solved to ride there in the hope of 
finding them and inducing them to at- 
tack the British force and possibly 
rescue her husband. 


Athol. having been taken before the 


officer commanding the British troops, 
was' searched, and a bit of paper 
crumpled into a hard ball was taken 
from his pocket 
16 was opened and 


found to be a statement of the British 
forces in South Carolina. It was of 
course more of a surprise to Athol 
than the British officer, who bad been 
informed by Pinckton that if he would 
conceal his men on the Charleston 
road that day be would be likely to in- 
tercept a man passing with informa- 
tion for General Mario*.
